The Situation of Great Britain, at this cri- 
tical Period, with Reſpect, to America, was 
beautifully deſcrib'd by a General Officer of 
diſtinguiſh'd Abilities, in Part of two Speech- 
es in the Houſe: of Commons. We ſeem, 
ſays he, to be driving upon the Edge of an 
high Mountain; on every Side, a dreadful 


and 
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and tremendous Precipice ; too much Ex- 
pence makes us Bankrupts, too little makes 
us Slaves. Some Years ago, the French were 
by no Means a Match for the five Nations; 
now, they have a Communication, by a Range 
of Forts, from the River St: Laurence in Ca- 
nada, to the Ohio near the Miſhſippi. Hence 
it is, that they hold our Colonies between the 
two Ends of a Net, which if they tighten by 
Degrees, they may get all of them into the 
Body of it, and then drown them in the Sea. 
When the Ship is finking, the Man at the 
Helm in vain lays the Blame upon the La- 
bourer at the Oar, or the Labourer at the 
Oar recriminates upon the Man at the Helm ; 
we are all in one Veſſel; it is our Intereſt, 
as well as our Duty, to unite heartily in the 
common Cauſe; and, laying afide private 
Ambition and Animoſity, to act with Ala- 
' .crity and Confidence; and to perform every

This was the fatal Spark, which kindled 
the Flame of War in every Quarter of the 
World; and which afterwards raged (parti- 
cularly in Europe) with a deſtructive and un- 
relenting Fury, beyond the Example of for- 
mer Times. France and Auſtria, to whom 
Francis the firſt and Charles the fifth had left 
a Kind of hereditary Antipathy, mutually ran 
into each other's Arms. Great Britain was

ceding War, for her Support. France, Au- 
ftria, Ruſſia, Sweden, and the Empire, com- 
bin'd their Strength to cruſh one Monarch, 
the King of Pruſia; That Monarch, affiſted 
by Great Britain, maintain'd his Ground with 
a Reſolution and Activity, which deſerved 
Succeſs. France weaken'd her Credit and 
tarniſh'd her Glory, as a Friend to the Houſe 
of Auſtria; to which, for upwards of two 
Centuries, ſhe had been a conſtant and victo- 
rious Enemy. Great Britain felt the unhap- 
py Effects of Party Diviſion at home, in ſome 
early Misfortunes ; united within herſelf, and 
favour'd by Providence, ſhe became irreſiſt - 
ible.

Power; a Contempt of Religion and Law 
a Scheme to; remove the Grand-Duke from 
the Succeſſion; to ſettle it in Favour of a 
Stranger; and even to put herſelf to Death. 


Thus We have ſeen a ſoverign Prince of 
Holſtein, great Nephew of Charles the twelfth, 
Grandſon of Peter the firft, and Heir of thoſe 
rival Monarchs, once elected Succeſſor to the 
Crown of Sweden, actually aſcending the 
Throne of Ruſſia, hurl'd down, after a ſhort 
Reign of ſix Months, from all his Greatneſs, 
by the Intrigues of a Woman and the Re- 
ſentments of a ſtanding Force, ſupported by 
the Concurrence of an offended Nation; leav- 
ing an important Leſſon to abſolute Princes, 
of the Inſtability of human Grandeur, and of 
the certain Danger of an eſtabliſſid military 
Power under a weak and caprieious Govern- 
ment. This very unhappy Monarch died 
within eight Days after his Depoſition. The 
Suſpicion of the World, warranted by hiſto- 
rical Examples, has concluded that his Death 
was violent: Indeed it has been report- 
ed, that whilſt he was Great Duke, a Mi- 
niſter of State declared in Words to this Ef- 
fect, That Nothing could cure him but a 
black Doſe : Nevertheleſs, I would willingly

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hope ſuch a Suſpicion was ill grounded. A 
depoſed Prince may be hated ; but a mur- 
der'd one is pitied, and excuſed. The Dic- 
tates of Policy are attended to, when thoſe 
of Humanity are forgot: And ſurely it is not 
highly improbable, that Vexation and An- 
guiſh of Mind, preying upon a diſorder'd 
Conſtitution, might bring on that Diſtemper 
which carried him to his Grave, 


It does not appear, that the Intereſts of 
the King of Pruſſia have greatly ſuffer d by 
this ſudden Revolution. If the Ruffians are 
no longer his Friends, neither are they any 
longer his Enemies; and in his critical Situa- 
tion, the very ceaſing to act againſt him, is 
to act for him.

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September 18. Lieutenant Colonel Amherſt, un- 
der the orders of Sir Jeffery Amherſt, failed with 
the tranſports from New York and got into the 
harbour of Halifax on the 26th of Auguſt, after 
the Fleet under Lord Colville had left it. Not 
having a ſufficient number of tranſports with him, 
he took up ſhipping to the amount of 400 tons, 
reached Louiſburg on the 5th of September, and 
' failed out of that harbour on the 7th with his whole 
embarkation. On the eleventh he joined Lord Col- 
ville a few leagues to the ſouthward of St. John's; 
on the 13th he landed his troops at Torbay about 
three leagues to the northward of St. John's, drove 
the enemy from an hill on the oppoſite ſide of 
Kitty Vitty river, and took Poſt. On the 15th the 
enemy were diſlodged with great reſolution by Cap- 
tain M' Donell, from a ſteep and difficult hill in 
the front of Colonel Amherſt's advanced poſts ; - 
Lieutenant Schuyler was killed, and the Captain 
himſelf wounded in this gallant affair: in the night 
the French fleet under M. de Ternay, equal in num- 
ber to the Britiſh ſquadron, and ſuperior in guns 
and men, made their eſcape by a ſhamefu] flight, 
after having been blocked up by Lord Colville in 
the harbour of St. John's for three Weeks ; they 
afterwards got ſafe to Corunna. On the 16th Colonel 
Amherſt acquainted the Count d' Hauſſonville by 
letter, that in caſe he ſhould, execute his intended 
deſign of blowing up the fort when he quitted it, 
every man of the garriſon ſhould then be put to the 
ſword. On the night of the 17th a mortar battery 
was opened againſt the fort; and the next day it 
capitulated, before any other batteries had begun 
to play. M. de Ternay, flying in the utmoſt con- 
fuſion, left his anchors and the grenadiers of the 
army behind him. The garriſon amounted to 689 
. R 3 men, 


on either part to paſs the bridge. Freſh troops 
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men, ſtaff and other officers included: they capi- 
tulated on the terms of ſurrendering priſoners of 
war, and of being tranſported to the coaſt of Brit- 
tany at the expence of his Britannick Majeſty. The 
total number of priſoners made on this occaſion did 
not fall much ſhort of 800; a very fine body of 
men, and almoſt as numerous as the regulars of the 
Britiſh army. On the part of the conquerors, one 
Lieutenant and eleven rank and file were killed; 
3 Captains, 2 ſetjeants, 1 drummer, and 32 rank 
and file were wounded ; in all, 30. Lieutenant 
Colonel Tullikin and Captain M Donell were ho- 
nourably mentioned by Mr, Amherſt. 


September 20, The French attacked, and made 
themſelves maſters of a redoubt and a mill ſituated 
upon the left bank of the river Ohm, at the foot of 


the mountain of Amoeneburg. 


September 21. The French, favoured by a fog, 
opened a branch of a trench before Amoeneburg 
on the 20th, and eſtabliſhed their batteries againſt. 
that caſtle, which was occupied by a battalion of 
the Britiſh legion and a detachment of 209 men 


from the, reſerve of the allied army. The ſtone 


bridge over the Ohm at the Brucker-Muhl, was 
guarded by 200 men of Hardenberg's regiment ; 
the greateſt part of which were poſted in a ſmall 
work on the right of the bridge, The enemy were 
alſo in poſſeſſion of a little work beyond the bridge. 
About theſe two poſts there commenced a warm 
and bloody action on the 21ſt, which continued 


from fix in the morning till dark night. A fire of 


cannon and ſmall arms was kept up on both ſides 
for fourteen hours with the utmoſt ſeverity and the 
moſt determin'd refolution, There was no attempt

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were reciprocally ſent to ſupport the poſts which 
each maintained on the oppoſite banks of the river, 
as faſt as the ſeveral teliefs had expended their am- 
munition. The mill occupied by the enemy, at- 
forded rather more ſhelter to them, than the re- 
doubt did to the allies. Hiſtory hardly furniſhes an 
inſtance of ſuch an obſtinate diſpute. The execution 
of near 50 pieces of cannon was confined to the 
ſpace of near 400 paces. The fire of the artillery 
and muſquetry was not intermitted one ſingle mo- 
ment. On the part of the allies, 17 complete bat- 
talions were employed, at different times, in this 
deſtructive ſervice. Lieutenant Colonel Manlove, 
Major M' Lean, the Captains Twiſleton and Rey- 
nell, and Enſign Clive brother to Lord Clive, were 
killed Lieutenant Colonel Hale, the Captains 
Peter Campbell and Wyvil, together with ſeven in- 
feriour officers were wounded. The total loſs (in- 
cluding that of the Hanoverian corps) amounted 
to 161 killed, 460 wounded, and 17 miſſing; in 
all, 638. A ſubſequent general account increaſed 
it to near 800. 19 horſes were killed, and 4 pieces 
of cannon were rendered unſerviceable. The F rench 
acknowledged the loſs of 300 killed and near 800 
wounded ; among the latter were the Marquis de 
Caſtries and the Chevalier de Sarsfield. Letters 
from Frankfort to the Hague, received in England, 
made the wounded on the part of the French a- 
mount to near 2000 men. ö 


September 22. A practicable breach having been 
made, the Caſtle of Amoeneburg ſurrendered to 
the French; and the garriſon were made priſoners 
of war, to the number of vieven officers and 553

The Abſtrians mid 
Imperialiſts under the orders of General Haddick, 
obliged the Pruſſians under Prince Henry to aban- 
don their advantageous ſituation at Wilſdruf, 
Pretſchendorf, Fravenſtein, and Burckenheim. The 
attack and defence were vigorous, and the loſs on 
each ſide conſiderable. In the night between the 
29th and goth, Prince Henry made the whole Pruſ- 
ſian army repaſs the Mulda, which they did with 
ſucceſs, and ranged themſelves the next morning 
in order of battle on the other ſide of that river. 
The Prince afterwards retired to Freyberg, and 
General Hulſen towards Katzenhauſen. |

O#ober 5 and 6. The Marquis de Sarria having 


ſolicited and obtained his diſmiſſion from the com- 
mand of the Spaniſh army in Portugal, with the 


Order of the Golden Fleece in recompence of his 
ſervices, the Count d' Atranda ſucceeded to the 
poſt of General in chief of his Catholic Majeſty's 
Forces. On the 28th of September the Portugueze 
abandoned Celorico; the Spaniards afterwards 
took poſſeſſion of Penamacor, Salvaterra, and Se- 
gura; in the * of theſe places there was a 


gar- 
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garriſon of upwards of 400 men, which capitu- 
lated on the condition of not ſerving againſt the 
Catholic King or his allies for the term of ſix 
months. Early in October the Spaniards made 
themſelves maſters of the Defile of St. Simon, and 
and of Villa Velha a Mooriſh caſtle near the Ta- 
gus: The latter was ſupported for ſome time by 
Brigadier Burgoyne acroſs the river. Three hun- 
dred men and upwards, of whom the garriſon was 
compoſed, ſurrendered priſoners of war. The Por- 
tugueſe infantry under the Count de St. Iago be- 
ing obliged to file off by the road of Sobreira For- 
moſa, Lord Loudoun with four Britiſh regiments, 
{ix companies of Portugueſe grenadiers, ſome light 
dragoons and Portugueze cavalry, brought up the 
rear guard and kept the Spaniards in awe: The 
Portugueze grenadiers merited upon this occaſion 
the approbation of Lord Loudoun, who ſpake of 
them in very handſome terms. Between the 5th 
and 6th of October, Colonel Lee with 100 grena- 
diers, 200 royal volunteers, 50 Britiſh dragoons 
and go of St. Payo's horſe, all under the orders of 
Brigadier General Burgoyne, marched up to, at- 
tacked, and forced, a ſmall Spaniſh encampment 
near Villa Velha, burnt ſome magazines, ſpiked up 
ſix pieces of cannon, brought off about 60 artillery 
mules, a few priſoners, and a quantity of valuable 
baggage. Lieutenant Maitland of Burgoyne's dra- 
goons diſtinguiſhed himſelf in this affair, and re- 
pulſed the enemy's cavalry. The loſs of the Britiſh 
troops conſiſted in one corporal killed, 8 private 
men wounded, and one mifling. By the Spaniſh 
account, one Colonel and one Enſign were wound- 
ed on their part, two Lieutenants killed, one Cap-

Sehwnkdnies: aig to cds King = 
of Pruſſia, When the trenches had been opened be- 
fore it for two months and two days. Lieutenant 
General Guaſco and his brave garriſon were ob- 
liged to ſurrender priſoners of war, after having 
made ſeveral fruitleſs efforts to obtain more fa- 
vourable terms. On the 8th of October a grenade 
from the beſiegers fell upon a magazine of powder, 
did great damage to the fort No. 2, and, blew up 
205" men' officers included. A mine took full ef- 
fect in the night between the 8th and ꝗth, carried 
away part of the rampart, made a conſiderable 
breach in the covered way, and filled up the ditch 
with the rubbiſh. The garriſon marched out of the 
fortreſs with all military honours, layed down their 
arms and were made priſoners of war, and were 
iſed the preference in caſe of an exchange: 
— the courſe of the ſiege they had 32 officers and 
1249 ſoldiers killed; 33 officers and 2223 ſoldiers 
wounded { and the number of the priſoners of every 
denomination, including the ſick and wounded, 
amounted to 238 officers and 8784 private men; 
in all, 10303. The artillery and military ſtores 
found in the place were conſiderable. The loſs of 
the Pruſſians conſiſted in 25 officers and 1084 ſub- 
alterns and private men killed or dead of their 
wounds, and i in 61 officers" and 1845 ſubalterns or 
rivate men wounded : in all, 86 officers and 2929

S Haddick and; is 
Prince of Stolberg, attacked General Belling on 
the 14th in the Rathſwald or the Wood of Raths, 
and diſlodged him from that poſt; but the latter 
receiving a conſiderable reinforcement from Prince 
Henry, repulſed the enemy in his turn: On the 
15th the Pruſſian General was charged again by 
the Auſtrians and Imperialiſts, before he had ſuffi- 
cient time to reſume his poſts. The diſpute was 
ſharp and continued, but in the end the Pruſſians 
were driven from the wood with loſs. The regi- 
ments of Kleiſt and Salmouth ſuffered ſeverely in 
the engagement. Freyberg was abandoned in con- 
ſequence of this ſucceſs. Prince Henry retired in two 
columns towards Noſſen and Roſwein. The Impe- 
rialiſts behaved with ſpirit. Near 2000 Pruſſians 
were made priſoners; eight or nine pieces of can- 
non, eight colours and two ſtandards were taken. 
The Hungarian regiment of Giulay performed 
wonders in this engagement. The conduct and 
military arrangements of General Haddick and the 
Prince of Stolberg were ſpoken of by the Auen 
in high terms of praiſe. 


Oftober — The Auſtrian General de Zollern Pl 
priſed, at Kirchayn in lower Luſatia, part of a 
regiment of cavalry under the orders of General 
Dingelſtedt, made 300 priſoners, and took ſome

According to the Pruſſian account, 
the action began at day- break and laſted till two in 
the afternoon, when the enemy was entirely rout- 
ed, obliged to abandon the field of battle and the 
town of Freyberg to the Pruſſians, and to retire to 
Dippoldſwalde. On the part of the vanquiſhed, ac- 
cording to the ſame account, Lieutenant General 
Baron de Rodt, one Colonel, one Major, 24 Cap- 
tains, 41 Lieutenants, eleven Enſigns, 159 under 
officers, and 4174 private men were made pri- 
ſoners; 27 pieces of cannon were taken, together 
with nine ſtandards and colours. As the action 
continued many hours, 1t 1s reaſonable to preſume 
that the loſs on both ſides, in killed and wounded, 
could not be inconſiderable.

November 1. Caſſel ſurrendered to Prince Frede- 
ric of Brunſwick, after the trenches had been open- 
ed before it from the night of the 16th of Gcto- 
ber.

«reign Nations, and related with Modeſty in 
* our own.” — Whenever the Portugueze 
ſhall again riſe into the ſame Activity and Vi- 
gour by which they were diſtinguiſhed durin 
this ſhining Period, or during that ſucceſsfi 
War (termed by them the War of the Accla- 
mation) which they commenced againſt Spain 
in 1640; it will Zhen be prudent in us to ſup- 
port their eſſential Intereſts with our Treaſure 
and our Blood: And they ought to conſider 
with themſelves, that neither the Spaniards 
may be always deſtitute of Proviſions, nor the 
Rains always fall in a critical Seaſon: But 
whilſt their military Genius continues in its

Providence was fo wonderfully favourable 
to ut, in the whole Courſe of the War, that 
we felt but a ſmall Part of thoſe Calamities 
which diſtreſſed the Continent. Our Succeſſes 
were. often improved and heightened, by the 
little Loſs with which they were obtained. 
Admiral Boſcawen purchaſed his naval Con- 
queſt at the Expence only of 56 Men killed 
and 196 wounded. Freſh Gales, heavy Squalls, 
and an horrid Coaſt, did not prevent Sir Ed- 
ward Hawke from making a ſhort Winter's 
Day for ever glorious in the Annals of his 
Country. On the 2oth of November and the 
following Days, the number of the Prench 
killed, wounded, and drowned, amounted to 
between three and four thouſand ; that of the 
Enugliſb fell ſhort of 3 50. The Danger of the 
Iſlands and Shoals which the Britiſb Fleet eſ- 
caped, is always to be remembered with Gra- 
titude; for had not the Admiral brought to 
when. he did, the whole Squadron by general 
Confeflion had been loſt in leſs than half an 
Hour. Out very Defeats ſeemed only to en- 
hance the Pleaſure of our Yiories. The Ad- 
vantage which attended the French at Cor- 
bach "was wore than balanced by the Sur- 
prize at Erxdorf. The Fortreſſes of Munſter 
and Minden, with their large Garriſon, ſur- 
rendered to the Enemy; and our Fears were 
alarnied for Hanover.

That vaſt Empire is in Length from ef 
to Eat, upwards of booo Miles; and in Breadth 
from North to South, about 2400: But it is 
very thinly inhabited in Proportion to its Ex- 
tent: Nothing will more diſtinguiſh the Ca- 
pacity of the Sovereign, or give a greater Luſ- 
tre to her Reign, than a regular and deter- 
min d Syſtem of Policy; by which Commerce 
may flouriſh, Manufactures increaſe, Arts re- 
ceive freſh Life and Vigour, and the Number 
of the People augment equally with the Riches 
of the State. A Plan of this kind is vaſtly 

to be preferred to the Acquiſition of foreign 


OConqueſts; as it is inſinitely more glorious for 


Princes to encourage the Wealth and Populouſ- 
neſs of their own Country, than to bring De- 
ſtruction and Slavery upon any other People. 


The reigning Empreſs has faithfully execu- 
ted the Treaty, which the late Emperor con- 
cluded with the King of Pruſſia, in its mate- 
rial Articles; and has evacuated .Pryſ/ia and 
Pomerania. The keeping of the Niſſians at 
their preſent Diſtance, from Germany will nau 
deſerve the Conſideration of Europe: It has 
already been too long the Cuſtom to invite them 
into it, upon any important Difference between

They didi-not:know*how:- ſoon ſuch a 
formidable Prince might aim at the firſt Dig- 
nity in Germany, to the Oppreffion of every 
Sovereignty but his own? The | unfortunate 
Charles the Sixth, the laſt Heir Mate of the 
Houſe of Auft#is, was the Perſon who intro- 
duced the Ruſſians into the Empire, by calling 
them to his Aſſiſtance in the War of 1733. 
A large Body of them actually marched to the 
Rhine at his Requeſt; Ae Czarina Anne 
Promiſed another of the ſame Force, in Caſe 
of Neceſſity. Towards the cloſe of the War 
of 1741, Raſia made à feſpectable Figure; 
and, according to ſome Politicians, contribu- 
ted not a little to the Peace of Aix la 
Thirty ſeven thouſand ä this Na- 
tion came into Germany; The firſt Column of 
them reached Furth; The ſecond; Ebelfeld,' in 
the Biſhoprick of Bamberg ; The third advan- 
ced beyond Hoff in Moravia. A Junction was 
originally intended between theſe Troops and 
the Allies in the Low Countries; but France 
arreſted them in their Progreſs, hy a Conven- | 
tion, which ſhe made at Aix with Grear- B.

mediate Signature of this Convention; and 
to disband the ſame Troops, or an equal Num- 
ber, within one Month after ſhe had received au- 
thentic Intelligence of the Departure of theſe 
Ruffin Auxiliaries from Germany, towards their 
own Country. In the War of 17 56, the Rufi- 
ans added Diſcipline to Valour; and brought 
the firſt Prince in Germauy to the very Verge 
of Ruin. Let therefore the Miniſters of every 
ſouthern Potentate think with Seriouſneſs, be- 
fore they ſpread freſh Temptations in the way 
of theſe Northern Heroes, which may prevail 
upon them in the End to exchange a cold un- 
comfortable Climate for an advantageous Set- 
tlement in a mild and temperate Country. 


It does not appear that the Swedes had any 
private or perſonal Quarrel with the Brother of 
their Queen: Their only real one was with the 
Treaty which they concluded at Stucꝶ hom on 
the 21ſt of January 1720 N. S. By this Trea- 
ty, a Part of Suediſb Pomerania was ceded to 
the Houſe of Brandenburg. To give a clearer 
Idea of the Motives vyhich prevailed upon Swe- 
den to enter into the War, it may not be im- 

_ to mention the Swediſb and + Prufian 
Pretenſions to that Province. Upon the Death 
of Bole/katis; Duke of Pomerania, whoſe Fa- 
mily had enjoyed this Dutchy 7oo Years, the 
legal Right of Succeſſion to all Pomerania 
devolved upon the Houſe of Brandenburg. 
But Guiſlavus Adolphus had already taken Poſ- 
ſeſſion of it, and the Power of the Swedes was 


Si 4 in- 
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vincible. The Elector, who was the Anceſtor 
of the preſent King of Prigſſia, aſſerted his 
Claim in a curious and ſingular Manner: He 
fent a Trumpet to the States of the Dutchy, 
and ordered them to fall upon the Troops of 
Sæeeden : He was afterwards obliged to ſubmit 
to Neceſſity, and to cede the beſt and moſt 
fruitful Part of Pomerania to his Competitor, 
by the Treaty of Meſiphalia. Upon the Defeat 
of Charles the twelfth at Pultowa, it was natu- 
ral to expect that the Affairs of Sweden would 
be brought into a miſerable ſituation. In Fact, 

they were ſo: Ryans, Danes, Pruſſiant, and 
Saxons, united to cruſh a falling Power. Fre- 
deric William King of Pruſſia paid 400, ooo 
Crowns to Denmark and Rufja for Stetin, which 
he agreed to hold in Sequeſtration: The Re- 
gency of Sweden conſented to this Bargain; but 
Charles, untractable in every Fortune, refuſed 
to ratify it. The King of Pruſſia afterwards 
offered to deliver up Stetin, on the Re- payment 
of the 400, 000 Crowns, and on a Promiſe 
from the King of S eden, that he would not 
invade either Saxony or Poland through Pome- 
rania: But this Offer never took Effect. Charles 
the twelfth being killed in 2718 at the Siege 
of Frederickftadt in Norway, the Sedes made 
great Sacrifices for the Bake! of Peace: By the 
third and nineteenth! Artioles of the Treaty of 
Stoch bolm, they granted the City of Stetin, the 
Diiſtrict between the Oder and the Pehne, the 
Iſles of Vollin and U/edom (which command 
"Oh Navigation of the Oder together with the 
oil v ah. | Cities 
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Cities of Damm and Golnau ſituated beyond 
the Oder, to the King of Pruſſia in Perpetuity; 
to be poſſeſſed by that Monarch, exactly as they 
had been by Sweden,” according to the tenth 
Article of the Treaty of Fe bee. The King 
of Pruſſia, on his — engaged to pay two 
Millions of Rixdollars to the Queen of Sweden. 
Things remained upon the Fcoting of this 
Treaty till 1757, when the Danger which ſur- 
rounded and threatened the preſent King of 
Pruſſia on every Side, ſeemed to point out to 
Sweden the critical Opportunity of recovering 
the Places which ſhe had relinquiſhed: She 
therefore entered into a ſecret Convention with 
the Court of Vienna, ſtipulated to make a Di- 
verſion in Favour of the Enemies of Prufa, 
and was promiſed, in Return, the Poſſeſſion of 
a Part of Pomerania. This Fact was inſiſted 
upon in the Memorial of the Court of Berlin. 
The King knew (lays that Memorial) that it 
was the Acquiſition of this Province, ceded 
by the moſt folemn Treaties, and fold for con- 
fiderable Sams to the late King of Pruffa, 
which was the Object of the Ambition of 
Sweden; and the Reaſon of her Enterprize, 
whilſt the Peace of Meſipbalia was to be the 
Pretext. — After a Conteſt equally tedious and 
inſignificant, S weden was diſpoſed to leave off 
juſt where ſhe had begun: This firſt, and baf- 
fled Attempt, will in all Probability deter her
